He con- 
I linued to argue forcibly in lavor ot remaining by 
j the Nation il Dein " ratic organisation until he 
was taken suddenly ill and compelled lo yield the 
floor. 

Mr Rilev, «»f Pa., m)ved to adjourn, Lost — , 



Mr. Cessna called for a vote on the previous 
question ou his motion to proceed to ballot. 

Mr. Claik,ol Missouri hoped that consent would 
be given to adjourn after tiie Convention bad or 
dered the previous question, in order that the 
Missouri delegation might have time to consult 
ou the present condition of affairs. His own mind 
was mule up, but til the request of others of the 
delegation he desired this to be done. 

Mr. C. sua had no objection to such a course 
himself, but ronld not say what the wish of the 
Convention might be- 

Mr. Craig, of Mhoouri, WM anxious that the 
proposition of his eolle <gue should he carried out. 
in order that even for one night, the position ol 
one delegate, al least, should not be misunder

Mr. Glass, of Virginia, had not agreed with his 
colleagues in their recession, but desired never- 
theless lo decline further action wilh the Con 
retlthm without joining any seceding bodies. 

Mr Walker, of Tenn , was a member of the 
Baltimore Convention twenty years ago. Since 
that time he had voted for every Democratic can- 
didate for President and every Democratic candi 
dale iu his baliw ick. He should lie the last to 
leave the ship, and, h iving voted for twenty years, 
he announced to the Convention that if he lived 
till the next Presidential election, he should vote 
for the nominee of this Convention. [Lood ap- 
plause.] He was proud to find by his side many 
delegates from Tennessee actuated by ihe same 
feeling. Tl. ere are many gallant hearts Irom the 
land of Jackson who w ill maintain iheir ground. 
He relerred to the action of the State Convention 
of Tennessee, which, laboring for hours lo adopt 
a platform to barmomre all parts of tba country, 



to follow bis colleague almost anywhere, he was 
not w illing to follow any one out o! the National 
Convention ol the Demociatic parly. 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri — This remark may place 
ma in a talae position I have said that my mind 
was fixed.

Mr. Whitley, of Missouri, stated that some of 
the Missouri delegates had decided to retire Irom 
the Convention. [ Laughter.] 

Mr. Saulsbury, of Delaware, would not leave 
the Convention. They would at present refiain 
irom voting, reserving to themselves the right to 
do so at any time. 

Mr. Steele, of North Carolina, made a strong 
speech against secession. 



and theietore retain their eats Slid the right to 
act wii h the Convention, Furthermore, it is the 
wish of the ten that withdraw thai their votes 
may not be cast by any other pary. The action 
on their pa it has been taken without anger or 
bitterness, and iu the deepest sorrow. They do 
not cast censure anvwhere It was not for them 
to question the aciion of any independent tor- 
eraignty, but it was felt to be their duty and pol 
icy lo return to their constituency and leave them 
free to act, should there be two candidates in ihe 
field. He now withdrew the nameol that dis 
titiguished patriot, Mr. Guthrie, liom the Con- 
vention as a candidate for the Presidency. 

He liien presented papers from those, who stis 
Bended action, and also a communication from 
Hun. James G Leach, one of the retiring candi 
dates, stigmatizing the action of the Convention 
in harsh terms, as unfair, undemocratic, and irreg- 
ular, and attacking the majority in violent Ian* 
giuge. The lalter paper was read first, and after 
il had been read Mr. Payne, of Ohio, moved to re 
turn ihe paper immediately to the gentlemen who 
presented it, with the intimation that ihe Con- 
vention declined lo receive it. [Criei of "yes, 
yes. '.hal's right. 

Mr. Payne did not recognize the right of del- 
eg ites seceding from the Convention to insult the 
majority or lo impugn lite aciion of the Conven 
tion because a majority passed on the credentials 
of lho?e claiming seats in the Convention 

Mr. Caldwell assured the Convention that he 
had no knowledge ol the contents of the paper 
just read. It had been handed to him while on 
the tloor. The other papeis would be found per- 
fectly respectful in language ami temper. 

Mr. Payne moved thai the paper be handed 
back to Us antler. 

Mr. Styles, OT Rhode Island, hoped the mo- 
tion would prevail. The paper wea a direct in- 
sult to the Convention, as impugning the Conven- 
tion, aud a direct insult also io tiie Douglas dele- 
gates who had taken seats in ihe Convention. 
He acquitted Mr. Caldwell ol all knowledge ol 
Ihe contents ol Ihe paper, and felt certain that he 
would not have presented it if he hud known its 
true character. 

Air. Crum.of Missouri, hoped that the paper? 
would be read He desired to defend and justify 
the action of this Convention on the stump, and 
the paper was the best argument against the to- 
coders. 

Mr. Richardson suggested Ihat the reading of 
the other papers be completed first 

Mr. Leech, of Kentucky, disclaimed any inten- 
tion to offer an insult lo the Convention or any 
of its members. He believed that the facts stated 
iu his paper were incontrovertible, and, believing 
them true, he l.ad slated them plainly, but with 
oul any intention to insult 'he Convention. The ! 
reception of the paper was unanimously declined, 
and was relumed to the writer. 

Mr. West, of Connecticut, called for the ques- 
tion On proceeding to ballot for candidates. Thia 
is the sixth dav of the proceedings of the Con- ' 
veniion. and the country is weary of them. 

Mr. Reed, of Kentucky, o:i the part of a por- 
tion of the Kentucky delegation, declared that 
they had seen no cause why Kentucky should de- i 
sen a Democratic Convention and the Democrat- | 
ic party. 

The doomed city was to be saved if five true 
meg could be found therein. Here were five del- j 
egates from Kentucky who intended to redeem j 
and save that State. They recognized this Coin j 
ventiou as the only Convention of the National 
Democratic paily; they will have no sectionalism 
of North and South, but will stand here as a pil- 
lar of fire between the men of belli extremes; 
they were not going to abandon the Convention 
because one great leader, whose pathway from 
Washington to the great West had been light- 
ed by gallant deeds, happened to be nominated. 
[Loud applause.] The people of the country 
would step forth in Iheir might and rescue our ! 
Inatitutti ns from the hands of politicians and oul 
Of the hands of Ihe present administration. [Im- 
mense applause, which continued for several min- 
utes.] The State of Kentucky would come up 
to the support of the nominee of the Conven- 
tion, whoever he may be, and the five delegates 
present would stand by the action of the Conven- 
tion, but he, on his part, begged to present that 
name again. 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri, said that he would an- 
nounce the action of the Missouri delegation af- 
ter consulting. 

Mr. King, of Missouri, hoped that his colleague 
would say a part of the Missouri delegation, be- 
cause some here do not wish the idea to go luilli 
ihat consultation is necocsswy. 

Mr. Clark said that such was the fact. A por 
tion of the delegation desire to reiire for consul- 
tation. Two had agreed to withdraw nut of the 
Convention — the remainder will stay here where 
their constituents Bent them, wilh the National 
Democritic party of the Union. 

Mr- Hill, Of N. C, announced Ihat while he 
found nothing in the action of the Convention to 
cause any man to withdraw, he yet felt that he 
should probably be doing injustice to his constit- 
uents il he remained to act any longer with this 
Convention, when a majority from his State had 
withdrawn. 

Mr. Moore, of Ala., attempted to take the 
3oor, but objections were made, with loud cries of 

"question." 

Mr. Jones, of Tennessee, said that only 13 
delegate! from Tennesse, had withdrawn. It was 
represented that VJ had withdrawn, but six were 
simply appointed by the others and had undelega- 
ted authority. [Cries of "question.] 

Mr. Cooper, of Tennessee, rose to aquestion of 
privilege, and a scene of excitement ensued. He 
desired to reply to Mr. Jones, but the lalter dis- 
claimed any allusion lo Mr. Cooper, and here Ihe 
Convention drowned their voices by cries of quee- 
tion.

Loud calls for the question were then marie, 
when the Preaident rose mid begeed indulgence of 
the Convention. He said — When he accepted 
ihe position of Chairman of this Conventi- n, he 
was aw are of the trouble looming iu the distance. 
He had n Bwined in the Convention, and in his 
seat, in hone that ham, ony of council would at 
last prevail. Tint hope had been fallacious, and 
he deemed it his duty, in the preseul emergency, 
while tendering his grateful acknowledgments to 
all gentlemen tor the courtesy extended to him, 
and particularly lo those who had differed wilh 
him in policy, and while expressing his personal 
legard and cordial respect to all Ihe members of 
the Convention, to now resign to Mr. Todd, of 
Ohio, his seat in the Chair. 

[A long and sudden burst of applause broke forth 
from the Convention, and Ibaro was general ap- 
plauding and ehorrlng.] 

The President rapped to order amidst much 
confusion. 

'I he applause continued several moments, and 
as Mr. Cushing left ihe Chair the whole Conven- 
tion rose, waving their hats and handkeirhiels, 
and clapping their hands, mingled with cries of 
"good, good; now we shall have a lair man in the 
Chair." 

Mr. Todd, Ihe Vice President of the Conven 
t on, then look the Chair amidst loud applause. 
He briefly addie-sed the Convention, declaring 
that for over thirty years he had fought under the 
Democratic banner in the Giddings district, and 
he shall not flinch from duty now. He asked the 
indulgence of ihe Convention while endeavoring 
to discharge the duties which had devloved upon 
him. I have every confidence that you will stand 
upon the principle and w ill be able to defend the 
Democratic party, protect the rights ol all the 
States, and maintain the Constitution against a 1 
the enemies, open or insidious; with this reliance 
upon v"i., and confidence in the justice ol your 
cause, I am prepared to preform, In an humble 
and imperfect way, the duties devolving upon me. 

Mr. Butler, of Mass., rose to speak, but ihe 
Convention refused to listen to him, when a 
scene of the utmost confusion and rxcittmciit 
prevailed. 

The Chair appealed to the honor of the Con- 
vention to keep quiet; when older once more be- 
came restored. 

BnhseCjnently several attempts were made to 
interrupi the proceedings, but the chair steadily 
i and quietly insisted on the preservation oi order, 
and an im m edi at e vote on the motion on which 
| the previous question had been oidered since last 
I evening. 

The resolu'ion lo proceed to ballot for a can di- 
date lor President was then adopted. 

The roll was called, and when Massachusetts 
was reached, Mr. Bullet claimed the floor to ex- 
plain the poriiion of the delegation Irom Massa- 
chusetts. 

Objections were mule, but the chair decided 
that when a Stale was called, the chairman of the 
I delegation had a right to explain the vote orposi- 
j lion of the delegation. 

Mr. Butler then, on the ptrt of the delegation, 
presented a protest against the unjust exclusion of 
I one of their number, Irom the Convention, and 
withdrew from farther action with the Conven- 
tion.

Mr. Butlcrlhen retired with ethers ol the Mas- 
sachusetts delegation, amidst derisive applause 
from the Convention and galleries. 

Mr. Dawson, of Pa., a-ked leave for that dele- 
gation to retire lor consultation. [Cries of "no, 
no.' - ] He desired to aay tbey only wished 
to consult as to the candidate. 

When Massachusetts was called Mr. Stevens of 
that State said, although he was not yet ready to 
cast the vote of that State, he would not let hit 
name be called twice without a response. The 
i action of those who had neglected their duties 
and the party would be indignantly repelled aid 
repudiated bv the Democracy of the whole Stale 
[Cheers.] Her people are pledged, over and over 
; again, to the principles of non-intervention, and 
there were those who have retired from the hall, 
w-fio were elected as delegates only because they 
pledged themselves lo vote tor Judge Douglas. 

Messrs. Brwnt, Ml.; Hope, Va., and Gaulden 
Ga., in turn denounced the secessionists from' 
t In ir States, and signified their intention to act 
with the National Democracy. 

Mr. Parsons, flf Alabama, denounced the se- 
I cession movement as otie of disunion, and when 
thev declared opposition to disunion they only 
spoke the sentiments of a larae majority ol ■ lie 
people of Alabama. This fight had been antici- 
pated. They were prepared for il ; prepared to 
see a violent effort to break up the Democratic 
party, so that the bonds ol this Union may bo 
I severed. Shall this effort succeed? Cries of BO, 
no. Shall il be said that Ifeti'l shall sec the giavo 
of the Union open ? No — they would find i h it 
' one voice would come up from the Gulf St. tes 
from the eotton Slates of the South w hich will 
throb with enthusiasm when called upon to lally 
to the support ot tiie Union. The Convention 
. had been told that the deiega' es now prieeut 
from Alabama did not represent the peop'e of 
, Alabama. He appealed to the billot box lor a 
refutation of this statement. They were pre- 
i pared to meet. 

They were prepared to meet the Seceders now, 
and the issue of disunion, as they were to meet 
the same issues in 1851, etc. He cast the vote of 
Alabama as a unit, for S. A. Douglas. [Tremen- 
dous applause ] 

Mr. Soule, of Louisiana, next addressed the 
Convention. He was greeted wiih applause. 

Mr. Sherman, ol Arkansas, here signified hit 
intention, as an individual member from his Stale 
to withdraw. 
Several delegates rose, as different States were 
: called, giving allegiance lo Judge Douglas. 

Mr. Dawson, ol Pennsylvania, stated that nine 
delegates reluscd to voie One Pennsv lvania 
i delegate cast his vote lor Horatio Seymour. A 
letter was then read from Seymour, withdrawing 
his name.

Cheer upon cheer now uro»e. every person in 
the theater rising and Waving the rhatiand hand- 
kerchiefs, and evincing the utoiust rati n \ ism.

The business 
in older, he aaid, would be to organize the prin- 
ciples, usages and spirit, of the State*' rights De 
niocracy of Old Virginia. 

Mr. Johnson, of Maryland, an<l Mr. Cratzby, 
of Oregon, were appointed Secretaries. 

A coinmittie was appointed on permanent or 
ganizition, when the Convention uujourned until 
fieV o'clock this evening. 

The following States are represented in the 
Convention, wholly or in part: Virginia, North 
Carolina, Missouri. California, Oregon, Florida, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Texas, Tennessee, Ken 
tacky, MwJ Arkansas. 

The speech of Mr. Russell, on taking the chair 
of the Si-ceders' Convention, was as follows:

You 
and those you represent area nuioi itv of the 
people of the Dermic ai-v, and of the Democrat- 
ic Slate*. They will look to you to peilorm the 
functions of it National Democratic Convention. 
» nd you to be fO organized alike by North and 
South. Eat! and VY eat. [Loud and enthusiastic 
cheers,] 

The Committee, on Credentials reported that 
no person liom South Carolina was present or au 
thoized to say wheher l he J were prepared to act ! 
with leave or not. They reported that 118 dele 
piles were present, including two from New 
York, Messrs Birilett and Schell. One Irom 
Vermont, and two from Missouri. The report ol ; 
the Committee on Credential-' was thin adopted 

Mr. Hunter, of Louisiana, offered n resolution 

which was adopted, invinng the delegates li 

South Carolina and Florida accredited to tin

Mr. Walker, Irom the Committee on Perm i 
nent Organisation, reported the Hon. Caleb 
Cashing for permanent President of the Conven 

tion. This announcement was received with tie 
mondoni cheering. The Committee also report, 
ed Vice Presidents fiom each Stale represented. 
The Committee also recommended that the rules 
nn I regulations of the Democritic Contention 01 
lHii'-J and 1856 oe adopted, with the quahtic niou 
that in miking the nomination-* for President and 
Vice President, two thirds of the votes of all the 
Slates represented shall be necessary.
